HN Albert Specr, Hitler's 

Minister of-Armamenta and War 
Production in 1042-45, faced the In- 
ternational Military ‘Tribunal at 
Nurnberg, he was charged with four 
major counts: planning to wage ag- 
gressive war; participating in it; 
committing war crimes; and perpe- 
trating crimes against humanity. 
The Tribunal found him not guilty 


_on the first two counts. For the two 


latter counts he was sentenced to 
20 years, which he served, without 
remission, in Spandau Prison. 


The Speer legend, if it may thua 
be described, bogan to take shape 
even before the war ended; it as- 
gumed concrete form during the 
Nurnberg hearings; and now, through 
these voluminous memoirs, it has 
been set on record for posterity. At 
first glance there is much to base 
the legend on. He was a young man, 
only 86, when he first assumed of- 
fice. Dynamic, self-confident, high- 
ly Intelligent, he achieved stagger- 
ing results — if statistics are any- 
thing to go by — a8 Reichmini- 
ster, London newspapers were al- 
ready suggesting in 1944 that Speer, 
the man who ruled the German war 
machine, was 6 more ‘important fi- 
gure in wartime Germany than Hit- 
ler himself. And some historians, 
writing many yoars after the end 
of the war, have concluded that, but 
for Speer, Germany would have had 
to admit defeat as early as 1942 or 
1948, And this, significantly enough, 
4s a verdict which Speer now en-

the donger of being terrorized 
by technology; but fn a modern 
dictatorship this seams to me 
to be unavoidable. 


There is another factor to be tak- 
en Into account when assessing the 
Speer legend, Speer, towards the end 
of the war, became convinced that 
Germany's defeat was unavoidable, 
and that his leader, before whose 
shrine he had worshipped so blindly 
for so long, now appeared as naked 
as the proverbial Emperor, and just 
ag ineffective, He challenged Hitler'a 
nlhilistle, scorched-earth policy: that 
of turning Germany into an indus- 
trial and ogricultural desert rather 
than let it fall into the hands of 
the Allies. By then his authority 
was vast, and he wielded it effec- 
tively tocountermand Hitler's insat- 
fable destructive urge. Moreover, he 
reported to Hitler in person of his 
treasonable activities. This was an 
act of courage without precedent Jn 
the Third Relch, and in par- 
ticular among the toadies who [π- 
hablted Hitler's sycophantic court. 
And it ts a measure of Speer'’s uni- 
que position in Hitler's affection that 
the latter did no more than gently 
chastize him. Lesser men for lesser 
offences found thelr fate before the 
firing squad, or worse. His newly 
found Independence soared to new 
helghts with his attempt to elimin- 
ate Hitler in February, 1945. He 
failed. But his failure, much pub- 


‘cized inlater years by himself and 


others, earned him respect from his 
former accusers and thardened the 
Speer legend in the eyes of the 
West. 


Accepts responsibility 


Politicians’ memoirs should always 
be treated with much caution and 
reserve, in particular the memolrs 
of those politiclans who, Ilke Speer, 
have failed so disastrously, Never- 
theless, there ia a disarming candour 
about this volume. He makes no at- 
tempt to escape his responsibilities 
as one of the leaders of Nazi Ger- 
many. Quite the contrary — ‘he 
shoulders and accepts them now as 
he did at Nurnberg. He writes: 


Even in an authoritarian sys- 
tem this collective responsibility 
of the leaders nmst exist; there 
can be no attempting to with- 
draw from .the collective res- 
ponsibility afterthe catastrophe. 
For & the war had been won, 
the leadership would have (prob- 
ably) raised the claim that it 
was collectively responsible. I
